Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  exchanges  and  transfers 
to  make  the  best  use  of  the  housing  accommodation  available.

VITAL  STATISTICS  1964 
Birth  and  Death  Rates 

As  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  in  different  areas 
materially  affects  both  the  Birth  and  Death  rates  of  these  areas,  com¬ 
parability  factors  allowing  for  this  are  issued  by  the  Registrar  General 
for  each  local  Government  Unit.  These  factors  are  used  in  calculating 
what  are  termed  as  nett  rates  and  fairer  comparisons  are  obtained  if  the 
latter  are  used  when  comparing  rates  with  those  of  any  other  area  (when 
these  have  been  similarly  adjusted)  or  with  rates  for  the  Country  as  a 
whole). 

These  factors  for  Births  and  Deaths  in  respect  of  North  Kesteven 
Rural  District  are  0.95  and  0.85  respectively.  The  corresponding  figures 
when  multiplied  by  the  Crude  Rate  (that  is,  for  Births  and  Deaths  as  the 
case  may  be)  will  give  the  nett  rate.

The  birth  rate  at  17.94  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  slightly  lower 
that  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  at  18.4  which  is  the  highest 
since  the  year  1948. 

The  death  rate  at  10.05  compares  favourably  with  the  figures  for 
England  and  Wales  at  11.3. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  area  was  22.89  which  compares  with 
that  of  the  national  average  of  20.00. 

The  natural  increase  in  the  population  of  the  area,  that  is  the  excess 
of  live  births  over  deaths  was  261,  which  indicates  a  measure  of  expansion 
and  prosperity  in  the  area.

Other  heart  disease  was  the  principal  cause  of  death  accounting  for 
17.35%  of  the  total  deaths.  Coronary  disease,  angina,  accounted  for  17.12% 
of  the  total  deaths.  Cancer  in  all  forms  accounted  for  14.84%,  one  in  five 
being  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  bronchus.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  central 
nervous  system,  i.e.  strokes,  accounted  for  12.10%  of  the  total  deaths. 

There  were  5  deaths  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  which  is  6  less 
than  the  previous  year.  Deaths  due  to  aU  other  accidents  amounted  to  9 
which  is  1  less  than  the  previous  year. 

There  were  4  deaths  from  suicide,  this  figure  being  the  same  as  for 
the  previous  year.

Immunization  and  Vaccination 

Diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis  immunization,  also 
smallpox  vaccination  is  provided  free  of  charge  by  the  general  practitioners 
in  the  area.  Poliomyelitis  immunization  has  also  been  carried  out  at  the 
Lindum  Road  School  clinic,  and  various  other  clinics  in  the  area. 
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Ambulance  Service 

Ambulances  serving  the  area  are  based  at  Sleaford  and  considerable 
use  is  made  of  the  Lincoln  City  Ambulance  Service.  The  ambulance  depot 
which  has  now  been  opened  at  Waddington  has  relieved  the  Lincoln  City 
Ambulance  Service. 

School  Clinic 

This  is  held  every  Wednesday  morning  at  30  Lindum  Road,  Lincoln 
between  the  hours  of  9-30  a.m.  to  11.30  a.m. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

These  are  scattered  throughout  the  principal  villages  in  the  area. 
See  enclosed  list  of  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes 

These  take  place  at  the  Church  Hall  I.W.C.  at  North  Hykeham 
and  there  has  been  a  good  attendance  of  each  session.  In  addition  to  a 
session  of  relaxation  exercises,  a  talk  relating  to  pregnancy,  childbirth  or 
mothercraft  was  given  at  each  attendance. 

Hospital  Services 

All  the  usual  hospital  services  are  provided  by  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board  at  the  Lincoln  County  and  St.  Georges  Hospital,  Lincoln. 
Also  situated  in  the  Council’s  area  are  St.  John’s  Hospital  which  specializes 
in  cases  of  mental  illness  and  Harmston  Hall  Hospital  at  Harmston  which 
specializes  in  cases  of  mental  subnormality.  There  is  also  a  hospital  at 
Branston  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  Nocton  Hall  R.A.F.  Hospital 
caters  for  R.A.F.  personnel  living  in  the  area  and  their  families.  The  R.A.F. 
Hospital  at  Nocton  is  very  helpful  in  dealing  with  a  number  of  civilian 
patients  in  the  area,  although,  unfortunately,  statistics  are  not  available 
for  inclusion  in  this  report. 

Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

Bacteriological  investigations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  situated  at  Lincoln  County  Hospital  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Dr.  Croll.  The  service  includes  the  examinations  of  milk  and 
water  supplies  as  well  as  general  bacteriological  examinations  for  the 
general  practioners  and  the  Public  Health  Departments.  I  should 
particularly  like  to  thank  Dr.  Croll  for  his  generous  assistance  and  advice. 

Venereal  Disease  Clinic 

A  special  clinic  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal  diseases 
is  held  twice  a  week  at  the  Lincoln  County  Hospital.

Dysentery 

One  case  of  dysentry  was  notified  during  1964  compared  to  55  in 
the  previous  year. 

Diptheria 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  but  cases  are  often  occurring 
in  the  country  from  time  to  time  and  it  is  essential  that  a  high  level  of 
immunization  be  maintained  in  order  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  an  out¬ 
break.

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Whooping  Cough 

Twenty-eight  cases  were  notified  during  1964,  an  increase  on  last 
year  of  11  cases  proving  the  need  for  continual  protection  by  immuni¬ 
sation  with  tripleantigen. 

Poliomyelitis 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year  in  this 

area. 

There  are  now  plentiful  supplies  of  oral  vaccine  available  and  it  is 
most  essential  that  all  children  should  receive  this  vaccine  in  order  to 
maintain  an  immune  community.  It  is  thought  that  the  immunity  from 
3  doses  of  oral  vaccine  is  probably  lifelong. 

Food  Poisoning  (suspected) 

One  case  of  this  condition  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  seven  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year. 
Of  these  seven  cases  four  were  respiratory,  one  S.  Thiac.  joint,  one  gland 
in  neck  and  one  infection  of  Lumber  Spine.  One  death  was  attributable  to 
respiratory  tuberculosis  during  the  year.  Enormous  developments  have 
taken  place  in  the  treatment  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis  in  recent 
years  but  if  there  is  any  relaxation  in  the  battle  against  this  disease  final 
eradication  will  be  further  postponed. 

With  regard  to  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  general  it  should  be 
noted  that  a  considerable  number  of  these  are  admitted  to  hospital  in 
Lincoln  before  a  diagnosis  is  made.  If  the  diagnosis  is  made  in  a  Lincoln 
Hospital,  the  notification  return  is  included  in  those  of  Lincoln  City  and 
not  in  that  of  the  North  Kesteven  R.D.C.  The  hospital  concerned  however 
makes  the  practice  of  informing  myself  of  the  diagnosis  in  order  that 
preventive  measures  can  be  carried  out  in  the  home  and  locality  from 
which  the  case  originated. 

Infectious  deseases  notifications  show  a  reduction  on  last  year  mainly 
due  to  the  reduction  in  the  notifications  of  dysentry.  Measles  remained 
about  the  same.  It  will  be  interesting  to  watch  this  figure  when  vaccination 
against  measles  becomes  available.  The  peak  at  present  occurs  in  the 
9  age  group  (137  cases)  and  only  13  occurring  under  1  year.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  this  disease  is  best  avoided  in  the  very  young  and  the  delicate.

HOUSING 

In  carrying  out  their  duties  under  the  Housing  Acts  in  respect  of 
unfit  houses,  investigating  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  and 
supervising  the  subsequent  work,  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  made 
815  visits.  The  following  gives  brief  details  of  the  outcome  of  this  work. 


Slum  Clearance 

During  1964,  14  houses  were  reported  to  the  Council  under  Section 
16,  Housing  Act,  1957,  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  incapable 
of  being  rendered  fit  at  reasonable  expense. 

Of  the  14  houses,  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  10  cases,  Closing 
Orders  in  2  cases,  and  2  remaining  to  be  finally  dealt  with  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 
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4  Demolition  Orders  were  made  and  2  Closing  Orders  made  by 
the  Council  in  respect  of  houses  first  dealt  with  before  1964.  During  the 
year  41  houses  were  demolished  and  5  made  fit  of  the  houses  previously 
dealt  with. 

15  houses  were  reported  as  unfit  pursuant  to  Section  42,  Housing 
Act,  1957. 

Since  1956  a  total  of  129  dwellings  have  been  included  in  Clearance 
Areas  under  Section  42  and  of  these  49  have  been  demolished  25  purchased 
by  the  Council  have  not  been  demolished.  28  have  been  included  in 
confirmed  Clearance  Orders  but  not  yet  demolished,  2  converted  to 
garages,  2  made  fit,  and  26  remain  to  be  dealt  with  by  Clearance  Order 
or  otherwise. 

Since  November,  1955,  a  total  of  238  dwellings,  first  dealt  with  by 
Clearance  Order  or  Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  have  been 
demolished. 

Rent  Act  1957 

During  the  year  four  applications  for  a  certificate  of  Disrepair  were 
received  and  four  undertakings  from  the  Landlord  received.  One  Certi¬ 
ficate  was  granted. 

Improvement  Grants 

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  27  applications  for  Dis¬ 
cretionary  Grants,  the  amount  of  grants  involved  being  £9,130.  The 
total  number  of  Discretionary  Grants  approved  since  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  Act  is  318. 

The  number  of  Standard  Grants  approved  during  the  year  was  63 
making  a  total  since  commencement  of  the  Act  of  244. 

Conversion  of  Closets  under  Section  47,  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  8  applications  for  converting 
closets  (other  than  water  closets)  to  water  closets,  making  a  total  of  158 
since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme. 

New  Housing 

28  new  Council  Houses  were  completed  during  the  year  bringing 
the  total  built  since  the  end  of  the  war  to  1,290. 

During  the  year  670  dwellings  were  completed  by  private  builders 
making  a  total  of  3,267  since  the  war.  At  the  end  of  the  year  298  private 
dwellings  were  under  construction.

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Refuse  Disposal 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out  throughout  the  whole 
of  the  district,  the  work  being  executed  by  direct  labour. 

During  the  year  the  Council  introduced  throughout  the  district  a 
system  of  collection  whereby  the  full  dustbin  is  collected  from  the  rear  of 
the  premises  and  the  empty  bin  returned  to  just  within  the  curtilage  of 
the  premises. 

Controlled  tipping  continued  at  Bracebridge  Low  Fields  and  to  a 
very  small  extent  at  Metheringham. 


Sewage  Disposal 

At  the  end  of  1963,  the  following  villages  were  sewered : — Booth  by 
Graffoe,  Bracebridge  Heath,  Branston,  Brant  Broughton,  Heighington, 
Metheringham,  North  Hykeham,  Washingborough,  Waddington  and 
Welbourn. 

Throughout  1964,  work  proceeded  on  the  sewering  of  Navenby  and 
Wellingore  so  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  greater  part  of  the  work  was 
completed. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  held  inquiries  into 
schemes  prepared  for  the  villages  of  Potterhanworth  and  Skellingthorpe. 

During  the  year  grant  aid  was  given  for  the  conversion  of  pail  and 
vault  closets  into  water  closets. 
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Pests  Act,  1949 

The  Council  employ  two  full-time  Rodent  Operators.  The  District 
is  divided  into  two  areas,  each  Operator  being  responsible  for  a  particular 
area. 

The  Report  for  the  Year  Ending  31st  December,  1964,  which  is  sent 
to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  is  reproduced  to 
show  the  results  of  their  work.

Health  Education 

The  Council  subscribe  to  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
and  receive  their  posters  and  leaflets.  A  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  is 
spent  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  of  this  council  in  persuading 
members  of  the  public  to  increase  their  standard  of  hygiene.  What  may 
appear  on  a  report  as  a  single  visit  or  inspection  may  have  in  fact  have 
entailed  many  hours  of  explanation  and  persuasion. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1947 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  above  Act  during  1964. 
This  section  provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or  an 
institution  of  old  persons  who  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease, 
or  who  are  generally  in  an  unhygienic  or  verminous  condition  and  are 
not  properly  cared  for.  Any  action  under  this  legislation  must  I  feel 
always  be  looked  upon  as  absolutely  the  last  resort  and  should  only  be 
invoked  when  all  other  measures  have  failed,  as  it  deprived  the  right  of 
freedom  to  the  individual. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Council,  the  other  Officials,  and  in  particular  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  invaluable  assistance  since  1  became  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  October.
